Phosphoric Acid (Phosphorous).— 
Average fruit soils contain sufficient 
for the direct needs of ‘fruit crops. 
However, this may not be sufficient 
for the needs of green manuring 
crops, If such are grown phosphoric 
acld may give a decided increaso in 
growth and thus influence the growth 
and fruitfulness of the fruit tree. 

Lime.—Frult crops, with few ex- 
ceptions are acid tolerant, Le. they 
will grow equally a3 well and some 
times better in an acid as in a neu- 
tral or basic soll, unless the acidity 
ia extreme. Therefore the applica- 
tion of lime merely to correct soil 
acidity is not’ warranted. On the 
other hand many, green manuring 
crops require a “sweet” or limed soil. 
Lime applications on clover, et¢., are 
often warranted in’ the increased 
growth secured, which tn turn favor- 
ably influences tree growth, 

Nitrogen.—A sufficient nitrogen 
supply is often lacking in our fruit 
solls, Its application is usually war- 
ranted, whether in the form of !egu- 
minous green manuring crops, barn- 
yard or commercial fertilizers. There 
is a place for all three and all three 
may be used to advantage. 

Humus.—Humus (decayed vege 
table matter) is the basis of soil fer 
tility. Phosphorus, potassium, nitro- 
gen may bo in your sof! in abundance, 
but without a sufficient humus sup- 
ply it will not be a fertile soil, Main- 
tain the humus supply with barnyard 
magure, or green crops plowed down, 
or doth. 

Our fertilizer recommendation for 
fruits is—no potash; phosphoric acid 
rand lime-only where green manuring 
is practiced, and if such crops show 
benefit from applications; nitrogen 
and homus in the form of barnyard 
manure and legume crops; nitrogen 
also in a quickly available form as 
in nitrate of sqfia or sulphate of am- 
monta in early spring before growth 
starts—E. F. Palmer, Hort. Exp. 
Station, Vineland Station. 


THIYNING FRUIT. 


Prevents Irregularity of Bearing— 
Experience in Thinning Plums— 
Hints for Thinning Peaches, 


Un ced production of fruit oc- 
Acurs uently on nearly all kinds 
oftree frults. In some years certain 
varieties or kinds will yleld a_very 
heavy crop while in the following 
year little or no fruit {s produced. 
This Irregularity of bearing is unde- 
sirable, because it adversely affects 
both the market and the vitality of 
the trees. After the 1932 crop the 
vitality of wome plum trees was s0 
low that they were seriously injured, 
and in some cases killed outright, 
by the severe winter following. 

Some of the factors that affect the 
setting of fruit, such as moisture 
and temperature conditlonss, are be- 
yond the control of the orchardist, 
but cultural practices such as tillage, 
Pruning, spraying, fertilizers and 
thinning can be used at least to part- 
ly regulate the fruiting habit of the 
tee, 

Experimental work with plums 
dene at this station shows definitely 
that thinning is a valuable factor in 
getting annual crops and also exerts 
a beneficial effect @m the health and 
vigor of the trees, Where thinning 
was done during 1923, there was 
a good crop, but on trees which made 


t 


-]|a& heavy set of frult in 1922 and 


where no thinning was-done there 
was very little fruft to be found. 
Thinning plums perbape did not pay 
{o 1922, even though all thinned 
fruit graded as select, and unthinned 
fruit graded only as medium or less. 
Market conditions were too poor, and 
there were too many poor grade 
plums. However, there was the ef- 
fect on the vigor of the trees and on 
the following year’s crop which was 
much larger than it would have been 
us previously noted. Thinning should 
be done shortly after the June erop. 

In the case of peaches, the work 
should bo done when the frult is 
quite small, before the pita harden. 
Thin sufficiently to prevent individual 
frulta from touching when fully ma- 
tured. Generally four to five inches 
apart is about right for peaches.— 
E. F. Palmer, Hort. Exp, Station, 
Vineland Station. .

At the time caives are changed 
from whole to akimmilk they are 
ready to begin eating small amounts 
of grain, which should be placed: be- 
fore them In small feeding boxes.

Three Serious Charges 
_ Against John M. Lucas’ 
_.By Family 


WIFE COMPLAINS 


Declares "Husband Threat- 
_ened to Slay Her If 
Not Obeyed 


The trial of John M. Lucas of 
Lime Lake, charged with three ser- 
ious offenses, commenced this morn- 
ing before Magistrate Masson. Ac- 
cording te information Isid by Pro- 
vincial Police, accused is charged 
with assault oceasioning actual bod- 
ily harm,- wi having. unlawful 
knowledge of one seventcen-year-old 
step daughter, and with having in- 
decently assaulted a second, eleven- 
year-old step daughter. Annie 
Maude Lucas, wife of accused is com 
plainant in the first charge. County 
Attorney B. C. Donnan is conduct- 
ing the prosecution, ,A. B. Collins 
defending accused. 

Marriage is, Unhappy = 

Mrs. Annie Maude Lucas, wife’ of 
accused ahd first witness, told of be- 
ing assaulted on June 3rd, 1923, 
when she was choked and slapped by 
accused, who she declares, broke her 
ribs when he assaulted her on two 
Previous occasions. 

“He threatened my _iife, and on 
Christmas.Day last, told me that if J 
did not shut my mouth, my heart 
would. lay on a plate like a Christ- 
mas pudding lay on the plate at the 
table,” explained witness. 

In cross examination, witness sig- 
nified her wish that her husband be 

ut away from her, and lodged in 
ail; because of the treatment which 
she and her children by her. first 
marriage, had continuously received 
at his hands. : 

“The children are afraid to niove 
when he is in the house,” she as- 
serted. ™ 


‘Committed to Jail 

Having heard the evidence of coni- 
plainant, accused had no statement 
make and was committed to the 
county jail for trial at the first court 
of competent jurisdiction.

At that time, Lucas 
wanted one of the ste ughters to 
sit on the lounge with him, and when 
wife ordered the girl to practice her 
music lesson, he struck her in a 
ous tage. When mustard odid 
not relieve the pain or effect a sat- 
isfactory healing, Dr. John J. Bur- 
rows of Maribank was visited by 
complainant. :

Soldiers Are Also Called 
Upon to Pay For “Prun- 
ing Knife’ of King Gov- 
ernment 


Ottawa. March 2.—In the main 
estimates, tabled yesterday, the Gov- 
ernment provides for an expenditure

$400.571,850, or. $26,939,385 less than 
voted in the main estimates Jast year. 
Last year there were nearly two mil- 
lion “dollars voted’ in ¥upplementary 

ates,but) what wills be the am- 
ount voted in this form this year. will 
not be known until the last days of 
the ion. On the nresent figures the 
Govertiment has made a_ reduction 
of $26,939,385, but a scrunity fails 
ta’ show any discernible decrease in 
cost of administration, Any reductions 
have been either in uncontrolloble ex: 
penditure, or in cuts in grants to vet- 
eran soldiers or for agriculture. 

Railway ‘estimates, which are con- 
trolled by the railway executive, not 
the Government. shows a decrease of 
S1935,576. Thege is © $1,000,000 
formerly voted to the provinces for 
agriqulture) instruction no fonger 
granted, but it is the soldiers who 
pay chiefly for the Government's 
“economy”. They lose $2,400,000 in 
grants to assist soldier settlera’ and 
in soldier’ ‘civil reestablihment there 
is a decrease in expenditure of $3,714- 
O56. or neafly thirty per cent. Here

Knife Not Used Where Needed 

There is a distinct disappointment 
prevailing th}re fin the failure of 
the Government. to use the pruning 
knife where it was most needed. In- 
terest on the national debt is reduced 
about $4,000,000, but this is nearly 
ali accounted for in the lower rates 
of interest for short term loans. the 
debt refunding differing from that is 
Britain and the United States in not 
appreciably lessening the interest bur- 
den on the taxparer. It ig also a great 
a{sappaintment: that instead of p- 
ducing the cost of civi] government, 
there should be taken from the re- 
turned veterans over gix million dol- 
lars. Grants to agriculture are cut off. 
but deputy ministers receive large in- 
creases in salaries, While not in the 
main estimates; it is known — that 
grants to housing and good roads will 
also be cut off. but the Government

The order*hag been issucd by G. 
J. Desbarats, acting deputy minister 
of the department of national defence, 
and states that no uniforms or mili- 
tary, clothing shall be worn except 
on militery duty or parade, memorial 
services, celebrations and functions 
in connection with the Inte war pro- 
viding permnission is granted by. the 
commanding. officer. of the ‘re fment 
who may also grant authorit} for 
‘aniforms-atcmilitary funerals or ofher 
occasions. 

Atiy soldier who treats the order 
with contempt and uses his great 
egat or uniform for every day dress 
is liable to be arrested by the focal 
police, the provincial or county offi- 
cers and is liable to a fine not excecd. 
ing $300 or imprisonment not excced- 
ing twelve months, 

This order includes -uniforms re- 
tained by veterans when they were 
discharged from the C..E. F.. It is 
understood’ that there are very few 
of these now in existence The depart-

Mrs. Fetheringham Gets out 
Quaint Paper for Miners 


Vancouver, B-C., March 23,—.With 
a typewriter, some bundles of type- 
writer peper and a few score sheets 
of carbon paper as its mechanical 
plant, Canada's - newest newspaper 
made its~apearance in Mayo, in the 
Yukon, recently. The first edition of 
the Mayo-Keno Bulletin, “owned and 
edited” by Mrs, Mario Fotheringham 
a well-known figure in the Yukon 
came from the.‘'press” on January 25. 
with the express intention of making 
a similar exodus each succeeding 
Tuesday and Friday, A copy has just 
reached Vancouver, 

Mayo and Keno arc two mining 
towns which sprang up almost over- 
night @ year ago, following upon the 
Keno Hill silver discoveries. Mayo 
is now a community rivaling Dawson 
City in activity, dut almost isolated 
as far ag possibility of knowledge of 
current outside activitics is concern- 
ed. The cstablishment of a Goyern- 
ment radio service between Mayo and 
Dawson, some 60 miles eway not on- 
ly brought the two camps into the 
world but.gave Mrs. Fotheringham 
her opportugity, and she-believes she 
has given her ‘fellowtownsmen theirs. 

“For” observes The Bylletin, ex- 
pressively, “it ig truism’ that non- 
circulation of news is conducive to 
intellectual dry-rot, or in other words 
it is chesper to buy news items at 
half a cent a word than to build.a 
bughouse.””
